Berlin Reports Optimistic. 

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—Muiwary observers 
bere express the opinion that the success 
ot Gen. Mackensen s army near Lods in 
' fRuseian Poiand, apart irom the enormous 
number of Kussian prisouens taken, hag 
served to further improve the German- 
Austrian situation in the east. 

The most important event of the fight- 
ing, army officers point oul, was the de- 
Siruction by the Germans of 100 cannon, 
which the Russians wiil be unable to re- 
place without the greatest difficulty. 
While the approach of new Russian rein- 
forcements has delayed a decision, the 
fact thal those reiniorcements will not 
be abie to arrive simultaneously with 
reinforcements from Warsaw. will give 
the Germans a chance, Miliary men as- 
geri, to attack the oncoming res before 
they can combine. 


‘Expect Prolonged Struggle. 

The continual caiiing forth oi new and 
large reinforcements shows, it is said, 
that the Russians are aware of the se- 
riousness of their situation. Local mili- 
tary critics beiieve that a decision is 
near. They warn the public, however, to 
remember the enormous number of sol- 
Glers engaged and the great length of 
the battie front, which, aithough the sit- 
nation is favorable for the Teuton allies, 
may delay a decision for a long time. 

An official report, issued in Vienna, 
eays:

Russian Staff Still Silent.

BRYAN DENIES PRESIDENT

Insists There Has Been No Action 
Taken by the Executive Justify- 
ing Published. Reports. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Special.] 
—There have been no representations by 
the United States government to belliger- 
ent governments on the subject of bomb 
Gropping from air craft, Secretary of 
State Bryan declared tonight. 

The secretary and other officials of the 
@tate department said they knew of ab- 
solutely nothing to justify the published 
reports that the government or the presi- 
dent had ‘expressed to the belligerents 
Gisapproval of the practice of dropping 
bothbs upon cities in countries engaged 
im war. At the White House officials 
said they knew of no communication 
from the president on the subject. 

Several ambassadors here who, it was 
reported had received such intimations 
from President Wilson, declared they 
had never discussed the subject at the 
White House. 


GERMAN WAR AID MEETING. 


Dr.. Bernard Dernberg to Address 
Assemblage at Medinah Tem- 
ple on Dec. 10. 


A massmeeting of the German and 
Austro-Hungarian Relief association to 
be held the evening of Dec. 10 at Medinah 
temple, Ohio and Cass streets, will be 
addressed by Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, 
former secretary for the colonies in Ger- 
many and now head of the American 
branch of the German Red Cross asso- 
ciation of New York City. 

Dr. Dernburg will speak in German. 
and a tremendous attendance is expect- 
ed. Other speakers will be Dr. Emil G. 
Hifsch of Chicago, who will also address 
the meeting in German, and Dr. George 
L. Scherger, professor of history, Armour 
institute, will speak in English. 

Another feature which has found great 
favor is the iron cross ring sold by the 
German and Austro-Hungarian Relief 
association. Almost 4,000 have been sold 
in Chicago at 82 each.

ON OWN COAST 


German Submarines Raid 
Straits of Dover, Sink- 
ing Two Steamers, 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—Great Britain has 
Oost three more vessels to the enemy al! 
within a short distance of the home coast. 

While all three were small vessels and 
there was no attendant loss of life, the 
loss of two of them apparently is due 
to one of the most daring feats yet per- 
formed by Germany's submarinés. 

The third veasel, the collier Khartoum, 
was blown up today by a mine off Grimsby 
on the south bank of the Humber, ft - 
teen miles southeast of Hull. Accord- 
ing to the admiralty's announcement, the 
crew of the Khartoum was aged at 
Grimsby. 

The Khartoum was of 1,930 tons net. It 
was 315 feet long, forty feet beam, and 
twenty feet deep. The vessel was built 
at Stockton in April, 1893. 


Submarines Invade Straits. 

The two vessels sunk by German sub- 
marines, the steamers Malachite and the 
Primo, went down off Havre yesterday, 
according to Lloyd’s report. This is the 
first time activities of submarines have 
been reported in these waters. Apparent- 
ly they made their way through the 
Straiis of Dover to a point more than 150 
miles from their nearest base. 

The Malachite was a small steamer of 
718 tons gross. It was bullt in Glasgow in 
1902. The gross tonnage of the Primo 
was 1,366. It was laid down in Stockton 
in 1898. 

The crews of bof vessels were rescued 

The men from the Malachite were landed 
at Southampton and those from he Primo 
at Fecamp, a French port on the English 
channel. 

The Times correspondent at Havre 
sends the following account of the de- 
struction of the Malachite: 

The captain of the Malachite saw a sub- 
marine rising from the water close to the 
ship. The submarine’s hatches were 
opened and a German flag was hoisted. 
The captain of the submarine said: 1 
will give you ten minutes to take to the 
boats. The men of the Malachite cid so 
a hd the submarine sent ten shells into the 
hull of the vessel, setting itafire. After 
that the submarine dived. 


Tells Daring Russian Exploit. 

The Petrograd correspondent of the 
London Morning Post sends the follow- 
ing: 

Jam in a position to tell such part 
of the story as it is advisable to disclose 
of a smart piece of naval work by the 
Russian Baitic fieet, commanded by Ad- 
miral von Essen. 

It must be remembered that a num- 
ber of German war vessels put into the 
Kiel canal with damages in some cases 
so serious that the vessela.actually sank 
in the canal. Nothing official ever was 
allowed to become known of this Rua- 
sian exploit. 

German vessels had been cruising 
about the Baltic up to the limit whith the 
Russian fleet had decided to hold and 
were said to be putfing severe prersure 
upon Sweden. Recelving certain infor- 
mation, Admiral von Essen painted sev- 
eral cruisers and destroyers with the 
German colors and contrived in foggy 
weather to join the German ships. -He 
was unsuspected until too late. 

“At a convenient moment he opened 
fire and sank one German cruiser and 
badly dameged anoher while the destroy- 
ers put In good work on the Germans’ 
smaller craft. The Ruasian vessels es- 
caped back home untouched.

Parliament Adjourns.. 

Discussion of the work of the British 
navy to date featured the closing session 
of parliament today. Both houses ad- 
journed until the new year. The house 
of lords will reassembie Jan. 6, but the 
house of commons not until Feb. 2. 

In a speech in the house of commons 
Winston Spencer Churchill indicated that 
the British government, while regret- 
ting its naval losses during the war. §s 
apparently in no fear that its predomi- 
nance in number of fighting craft will 
be threatened seriously. 

Britain can lose a superdreadnaught 
every month for twelve months without a 
single loss to the enemy.” said MF 
Churchill. and yet be in as good a posi- 
tion of superiority. as she was at the out- 
break of the war.’ 

Mr. Churchill added that thie wae no 
reason for nervousness or alarm regard- 
ing the British navy or the effectiveness 
of its work.

Make Up Real Soldiers of Today. 


[BY PRBSS.) 
ONDO Nov. 18.—[Correspond- 
ence.]—Something of the inner 
feelings and impressions of. the 
men actually in the trenches at the 
front are contained in the following 
extracts from a letter sent to a friend in 
London by an officer with the British ex- 
peditionary forces: 

Sitting her and reading the British 
papers that arrive, one cannot help feel- 
ing that England, at any rate, has not 
succeeced in banishing the spectacular 
and romantic conceptions of war, which 
no longer bear any relation to the actu- 
ality. 

The papers still give the n each 
that war is an affair of cash and clash. 
Incidents are invented, like the charge of 
the Bengal cavalry. Other incidents, true 
in themselves, but isolated and not char- 
acteristic, such as the engagement of the 
London Scottish, are made to convey a 
picture of the whole battle.

** As a matter of fact, this is not what 
is happening. The bravery of our men, 
and they are splendidly brave, consists 
in sitting for ten days and nights in sod- 
den trenches with the terrifying noises 
and earth shaking concussion of shells 
which don't kill them dropping on the 
earth around, and the horror of the shell 
which does kill them dropping occasion- 
ally right into the trench, with a man 
here and a man there being p:cked off as 
he inadvertently puts his head a couple 
of inches too high or wriggles past a spot 


on which a German picked shot has had 
his rifle laid for hours. * 

With the loas of one man one night 
and another man another night as the 


men crawl out to get their ration or as 


the ration party comes along the. road 
after dark to bring them from the refill.ng 
point, with, for their only activity and 
excitement, a crawl of four or five men 
on their bellies in the dark to examine 
an enemy's trench which is thought to 
have been evacuated, and an occasional 
use of the bayonet, if it turns out not to 
have been evacuated and is only lightly 
held, and to sit there hoping that our 
artillery, whose shells they can hear whis- 
tling overhead, is making the enemy as 
uncomfortable as theirs is making us, are 
other things that are happening. 
> 

This false conception of what is going 
on creates a false picture of the soldiers 
that are wanted. I read of the Sports- 
men battalion, all athletes and so forth. 
All nice if individual prowess were in 
gestion. But it is not. 

“What is wanted is ordinary men 
trained to discipline and trained to shoot, 
and plenty of them—men who can be held 
in not to shoot until the proper moment, 
not men who are going to whoop and 
slash and kill two Germans at one stroke. 

One man in our battalion is of a re- 
ligious turn. He has his Bible in the 
trench, and he props it up against the 
parapet in front of him and reads aloud 
in the intervals between his sniping 
shots.“

Hun- 
Greds of ships of over 300 tons burden en- 
fered and left the ports of the United King- 
dom daily, while a Geficiency in the com- 
modities necessary for munitions of war, 
the speaker added, was be ginn:ng to make 
itself felt in the enemy's military or- 
ganization.

DANIELS TO ASK

Secretary Wants Efficiency 
Thoroughly Investigated 
by Congress.

RESULT OF CRITICISM. 


{By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Special.] 
—A thorough investigation of the effi- 
clency of the American navy is contem- 
piated by the souse committee on naval

Mexican Cruise Is Blamed.

By 
persons antagonistic to the administra- 
tion this condition is attributed & the 
secretary's policy. 

Secretary Daniels’ friends insist that 
the demuralization is due to the long stay 
of the Atlantic fleet in Mexican waters, 
where many of the boats were fouled and 
where others suffered in the rough seas. 

Still other persons lay the trouble at 
the door of the state department, inas- 
much as the administration's Mexican 
policy was responsible for the mainte- 
nance of the fleet in Mexican waters, thus 
interfering with its regular work for two 
years. 


Daniels for Small Navy. 

Secretary Daniels on Wednesday served 
notice on the country in an address to 
the departmental clerks at their Thanks- 
giving ceremony that he is for a smal! 
navy. He asserted the isolation of the 
United States prevents other countries 
from drawing this government into en- 
tangling alliances and war. 

The secretary and his assistant, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, differ materially in their 
ideas as to the conduct of the department, 
however. and Mr. Daniels has determined 
to present to the naval affairs committee 
a statement outlining his conduct of the 
department as well as his ideas for its 
future administration.

GREAT WAR LOAN 


| EAGERLY TAKEN 
BY ENGLISHMEN 


Lloyd-George Announces Issua 
of $1,750,000,000 Has 
Been Oversubseribed. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Lloyd-George announced in 
the house of commons today that the 
war loan of $1,750,000,000 had been greatly 
oversubscribed. 

The chancellor gave no figures. He 
said, however, that a feature of the loan 
was the enormous number of individuals, 
totaling nearly 100,000, who had made 
application for small sums. These, the 
chancellor declared,. would receive the 
first allotments. 

In the course of a statement concern- 
ing financial conditions in the country, 
the chancellor stated that the financial 
deadlock which followed the outbreak 
vf war was due to inability teecollect 
utstanding debts abroad. 

AS an ii:s.ance, Mr. Lloyd-George re- 
‘erred to the United States, which, he 

ywe Great Britain about $5,000,- 
000,000, but we could do no business,” 
he added. 


Efforts to Assist Commerce. 

Dealing with the steps taken to assist 
commerce during the war, Mr. LIo) d- 
George said the government had under- 
taken responsibilities which no govern- 
ment ever had been called on to assume 
before. : 

We had not merely our own business 
to run,“ the chancellor of the exchequer 
continued, but we were an essential part 
of a machine that ran the internationai 
trade of the world We carried half the 
produce and provided the capital that 
moved this produce from one part of the 
world to another.”’ 

The deadlock which existed, the chan- 
celler pointed out, was not due to any lack 
of credit in this country but to the failure 
of remittances from abroad. He e@ti- 
mated that $20,000,000.000 worth of good 
foreign securities were held in Great Brit- 
ain at the beginning of the war. while the 
assets of the country were estimated at 
another $65,000,000.000, and that the coun- 
try’s credit was nearly 800,000. 000. 000. 


Sees British Credit Maintained. 

Mr. Lloyd-George said the government 
hud hypothecated the credit of the slate 
in order to restore these exchanges on 
which the commerce and industry of the 
country depended and on which the whole 
community depended for iheir daffy ile. 
By this step. he said, the unimpeachabie 


character of the British bill of exchange 


had been maintained. 

Six hundred million dollars of bills, Mr. 
Lioyd-George continued, had been dis- 
counted by the Bank of Engiand. 

There would not be a penny lost to the 
great accepting houses and the total loss 
on all transactions, he estimated, would 
not be equal to the cost of a single week 
of carrying on the war, and in addition 
British commeite and industry would be 
saved from one of the worst possibie 
catastrophes. 


Praises Stock Exchange Measures. 

The chancellor laid emphasis on the 
success of the measures taken to deal 
with the stock exchange. He said the 
government had made it a condition that 
the exchange could not reopen without 
the sanction of the treasury. 

He claimed the British money market 
was in better position now than any 
money market in the world. The treas- 
ury had just floated the largest loan ever 
raised in the history of the worid, and the 
success of this measure, Mr. Lioyd- 
George said, he took as justification of 
the government's action. He pointed 
out that altogether he has asked for 
$2,200,000, 000. 


Turkey Holds Up Bond Interest. 

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 27.—A dispatch 
from Constantinople says that it has been 
officially announced there by the minis- 
ter of finance that the interest on the loan 
of 1909 will be paid only to such boné- 
holders as present themselves at the cen- 
tral office of the ministry of finance there 

The announcement refers to a loan of 
$81,800,000 issued at 4 percent. Interes 
is payable semi-annually, the next pay- 
ment being cue on Dec. 14.

Men Find How Dis- 
patches Are Stolen. 


TRAP A TELEGRAPHER. 


New York, Nov. 27.—H. L. Linder, a 
Postal telegraph operator attached to the 
office of the New York Globe, was ar- 
rested here today charged with violating 
section 552 of the penal law in that he 
revealed the contents of a ¢delegraphic 
message sent out by the Associated Press. 
The operator confessed, He was held in 
$5,000 bail for a hearing on Dec. 1. 

For a long time it has been evident that 
the dispatches of the Associated Press 
were being stolen and redistributed by a 
number of smaller agencies to their 
clients. : 

The case was considered by the execu- 
tive committee of the Associuted Press 
directors and a plan to detect the culprits 
was adopted. 


News Copied by Linder. 

For the purpose of transmitting the 
more important news in bulletins, wires 
connect the central office of the organiza- 
tion at 51 Chambers street with the edi- 
torial rooms of the various members in 
New York. In the office of the Globe 
these bulletins were copied surreptitious- 
ly by Linder and repeated to the New 
York News bureau, a Wall street concern. 

Frequently within two or three minutes 
after their receipt in the office of the 
Globe they app-@ired on the news bureau's 
ticker and in the reports of the Interna- 
tional News. service, the Central News 
of America, and other minor organiza- 


tions. 


Fake Dispatch Traps Man.

men on the police eligible list to be 
put into uniform and started traveling 
beat by Wednesday,” said Ald. Geiger.

bles to complete the 1,500 additional men 
neeced to properly garrison the city. 

IJ am determined the council shall go 
on record for responsibility for the ade- 
quate protection of property and human 
life.

Squeal Book Again Closed. 

The chief, however, refused to re- 
peat and show the entries in the squeal 
book for the last twenty-four hours. He 
said it made too much commotion "’ and 
worked his men up too much.” But 
hereafter the full week's cr.:me history 
will be reyealed to the council meeting 
every Monday evening. All commanding 
ivfficers have been directed to compile a 
full report every Saturday night for the 
week ending the previous Friday, so the 
information will be at hand for official in- 
spection.

trolmen Bodine uses on the busses for 
crippled children. These children at- 
tend the school set aside for them. They 
are conveyed there in buses presided 
over by policemen. They are taken to 
school at 9 a. m. and dismissed at 2 p. m. 
That constitutes the day's work for these 
policemen. Chief Gleason feels women 
are equal to this task also. 

But one of the worst abuses of the spe- 
cial detail system, the chief pointed out, 
comes from Juvenile court work. Here 
they use sixty-six patrolmen and two ser- 
geants, and_some of the men enjoy soft 
berths at the country home for juveniles, 
where the policeman really has no au- 
thority. The chief believes forty-four 
men, one for each station, ought to be 
allowed for juvenile work, but there the 
responsibility of the city should end, and 


the county ought to pay for additional 


help. 
Department Made Goat.“ 

The chief showed how the various in- 
terests using city policemen for out- 
side work could easily have police 
power bestowed upon their own employés 
and be as efficient for the tasks assigned 
them as regular city policemen. 

„As it is, with all these special de- 
tails, my department is made the ‘goat,’ ”’ 
the chief said. ‘‘ Tnese different inter- 
ests use my men, at my department's ex- 
pense, and make a good showing for 
themselves by keeping down their own 
expenses, and all the while the city 
suffers from crime while I am striving to 
get more men. 

For example, take the Anti-Cruelty 
society. It has two policemen. The Hu- 
mane society has one, and a third sim- 
lar organization has filed a request for a 
man. Why? Just because the city has 
been easy. 

** State’s Attorney Hoyne has seventeen 
of my men detailed out of his regular 
office and five out of the county attorney's 
office. Coroner Hoffman has one ser- 
geant, whom I am willing to let stay, and 
two patrolmen who should be restored 
to my regular force. 

There is one in the building corridor. 
The county treasurer has three. Some 
of these men do clerical work. Others 
are just ushers who direct the public 
Now, surely some of these men should be 
on the county pay roll instead of mine, 
and nearly every place can be just as 
efficiently filled by any citizen who is 
given police power. 


Will Call In Majority. 

I've simply got to call in these men 
from special duty, or recall the majority 
of them. Here and there fellows have 
snaps that allow them off on election 
days. When I try to draw these men in 
for the polls the men who generally boss 
them plead for their excuse. I tell these 


364 days in the year and they ought to 
tend them back to me for the three hun- 
dred and sixty-fifth. It's a nice state of 
affairs, but it's the ‘system’ and it's 
being badly abused. 

No, just see here,“ the chief said 
as his eyes scanned farther down the list, 
„here we have nine policemen assigned 
as warrant clerks for the Municipai court. 
Why policemen? Other men can be em- 
ployed for this duty at less than a police- 
man’s wages and the cost should not be 
taken out of my department. 

„Besides the ten policemen on the 
buses for crippled children, the board of 
education has seven policemen for other 
work. The city clerk has two of my men, 
the city collector has three, the city treas- 
urer three, the city attorney one, the civil 
service commission one, the Court of Do- 
mestic Relations one, the Boys’ court one, 
the Municipal court has one special man 
for something, the Municipal court bailiff 
has one, the Municipal court clerk has 
one, the public library two, and -the 
schools eight besides those before enume- 
rated. 

“Then there is a patrolman in the 
water department who carries messages. 
The Juvenile Protective league and the 
Industrial School for Girls have my men.

I have done everything in my power 
to increase efficiency. J can get more 
men by abandoning more of the smaller 
station like Ieake street, but I don’t know 
if I can get away with it. Merchants 
in the vicinity of the abandoned station 
have set up an awful how! to have it re- 
stored. § 

I took six men out of the dog pound 
today antl ordered them back to regular 
police work. I have taken several desk 
sergeants from inside and placed them on 
patrol duty. I am grabbing back every 
man I can ‘ see.’ but I must have the co- 
operation of the people who enjoy these 
special details as well as the support of 
the council for more men before we can 
etamp out crime. 

The city fathers have lost sight of 
the fact that with the growth of the city 
and the increagre of the special duty abuse 
the men now work in three shifts instead 
of two, when the present number of pa- 
trolmen were apportioned. 

‘There won't be much trouble in get- 
ting 1,500 more desireble men if the funds 
are forthcoming. We have seventy eligi- 
ble for duty now and 390 on the list. They 
could ease up those examinations with- 
out harmful resutls.“ 


ALDERMEN BACK CHIEF. 

Chicago aldermen appeared of one voice 
yesterday in the demand that Chief Glea- 
son's call for 1,500 more policemen be 
met immeciately.

SAVING A NATION. 

The American commission for the relief of Bel- 
gium suggests in a comraunication that America is 
not doing what might be expected of it in afford- 
ing relief to a distracted nation. The suggestion 
is a rebuke which we accept as a needed incentive 
to our charitable impulse, but if there lie back 
of it a thought that the American people are recre- 
ant to an obligation we stand somewhat nonplused. 

The task of saving a nation is something of a 
large order. It may be that our duty is plainer 
than our response, but certainly there has already 
been so generous an answer to the inquiry that we 
are beyond the reach of reproach. This is not 
intended as a suggestion that we may rest satisfied, 
but the fact surely puts the American people beyond 
criticism. 

Let it be suggested that the nations which are 
causing Belgian distress give a little attention to 
the consequences of their own work before it be 
made a cause of condemning America that a coun- 
try harassed by war has not been entirely restored 
to three meals and comfortable shelter by a nation 
which has nothing but kindly human impulses to 
urge it into the work of rescue. 

We hope that America will do everything pos- 
sible for the Belgians. Meanwhile it occurs that 
we are not directly responsible and are not properly 
to be scolded. 


GET ACQUAINTED. 

Fight persons were killed in New York in a fire 
which was started by blackmailers -*ho call them- 
selves the Black Hand. Bomb explosions have be- 
come an almost daily occurrence in certain sections 
of that city. In Chicago the Mafia has a long record 
of murders to its discredit. The police of thig city 
are helpless against these criminals, The police of 
New York have no way of effectively coping with 
the blackmailers and bomb throwers there. 

The helplessness of American cities in the matter 
of weeding out the Mafia, or Black Hand, as it 
is popularly known, is not so much a reflection upon 
the police as upon the American public. It is a con- 
demnation of American aloofness which permits the 
worst slums to grow up within a few blocks of the 
best homes. It is an arraignment of the policy of 
indifference which permits cities to grow up within 
our cities that are remote from American ideals and 
foreign to American institutions. 

The immigrant in our cities is little known today. 
Fiere and there an American woman of refinement 
leaves her fashionable home to go into the slums as 
a ‘settlement worker. But she does not go very far 
in the direction of thorough ascertainment of the 
people among whom she lives and whom she 
tries to “uplift.” Most often the impressions 
she gets of “the other half” are impressions for 
which her mind bad been unconsciously prepared by 
reading and otherwise. At most it is but a surface 
acquaintance that she makes. There are, of course, 
exceptions, but the exceptions prove the rule. 

It is time American cities began to know them- 
selves, It is time our slums, our foreign quarters, 
ceased to be the sealed books which they now too

MISDIRECTED FEARS. 

A contemporary remarks with strigine gravity 
that “it is overdoing the thing to allow opposition 
to wasteful appropriations to degenerate into a pol- 
icy of general hostility to waterway improvement 
and legitimate flood protection projects.” 

It is, or rather it would be, if there were any 
such degeneration. There is no danger of any such 
development in the campaign against log rolling 
rivers and harbors appropriations begun by Frear, 
Burton, and Kenyon in the last congress. The dan- 
ger ig the other way, as are the selfish organized 
interests, and that danger will be considerably in- 
creased if newspapers as justly influential as our 
‘contemporary content themselves with its very 
sketchy view of the pork barrel evil and the wastes 
in river and harbor work and in flood control that 
doesn't control. 

None disputes the desirability of really improv- 
ing practicable waters, and notably the Mississippi 
valley system. None disputes the danger and dam- 
age of floods, especially the great floods of the Mis- 
sissippi. None denies that for the purposes of im- 
proved navigation and flood protection “the na- 
tional government ought to vote liberal appropria- 
tions from its treasury.” 

But behind these undisputed generalities have 
thriyen the whole legion of petty private grafts, 
whose aggregate waste is by no means petty, and 
the projects of more ambitious public character 
which year after year have absorbed national funds 
without showing returns. The facts brought out in 
the fight on the late pork barrel, which agents of 
the National Rivers and Harbors congress wanted 
congress to swallow whole, were not mere general- 
ities, and they disclosed a rotten and outrageous 
aystem of appropriation for the public work our 
neighbor is so concerned about. 

This concern would be more intelligently ex- 
pressed by a definite and determined attack upon 
fiat system. We shall have a maximum of er- 
senditure and a minimum of results from our huge 
national appropriations for waterways 80 long as 
they are made by the log rolling process. Compro- 
mises which under hot protest weed out this rank 
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l

A little later it was reported from Rome that 
the cholera was raging in Galicia and certain dis- 
tricts of Poland. 

The report had gained in authority. Still it was 
nothing but a report, one of the many which 
spring up today to be denied or disproved or for- 
gotten tomorrow. 

Later still it was reported that cholera had ap- 
peared in East Prussia. That is the ancient 
trodden pathway of the plague. From its mys- 
terious lurking places in the unclean east it has 
sallied forth and taken that trail into the west, 

But the report still came from sources only too 
eager to predict disaster to Austria and Germany 
and the truth could not be ascertained, for it lay 
in war ruled areas. 

The grim shadow had lengthened steadily, 
was it the shadow of a fact or a lie? 

Suddenly we find the shadow crossing the thresh- 
old of verifiable report. Cholera is reported at 
Antwerp. The report comes through Rotterdam. 
It means more than any preceding report, though 
it asserts the existence of only a few cases. But 
its significance lies in the weight it gives earlier ru- 
mor. 

Pestilence! in every age the mighty rival of the 
god of war, the terrific captain whcse entrance 
upen the field decides the day—if he has appeared 
we are likely to see a change in the battle front. 
Cholera would not, could not, be confined to one 
side or even one region. With armies fronting 
each other and whole nations absorbed and en- 
tangled in the business of warfare, it is only to» 
likely to spread devastatingly unless it has been 
checked in its beginnings successfully. The disci- 
pline of camps might enable science to deal with 
it most effectually within the army lines, but o» 
force could fight with plague in its rear and no 
government could persist against the destruction f 
its reserve population upon which it relies not 
only for the support of its armies but for the pe 
petuation of the state. 


BY WEIGHT. 

If President Butler of Columbia university has 
his way that institution will in the future admit 
students by weight only. Every applicant for ad- 
mission to the university will be made to go through 
a physical test corresponding to that required by 
the United States military and naval schools. If 
the applicant faile to measure up to this military 
standard of physical perfection Columbia presumably 
will have no use for him.

The statement of a young officer on the staff 
of Gen. French, in a letter written home, that 
“this war is a petrol war,” doubtless conveys 
more succinctly than any other equal number of 
words the character of the change which inven- 
tion has wrought in military affairs, as well as 
the importance of these factors in determining 
the eventual outcome of the conflict. Armies still 
move on their bellies as in Napoleon's day, but 
it is the motored equipment that transports not 
only food, ammunition, and guns, but also the 
troops in quick sorties that have more than once 
served to intercept the enemy and bring to 
naught his carefully planned surprises, 

Of even more importance than at the present 
theater of warfare may be the value of motor 
equipment in other flelds of possible conflict. 
Only a week ago the news dispatehes told of the 
prospective utilization of American built machines 
in Egypt, one company here having been busily 
engaged in filling orders for automobiles specially 
prepared for operations on the sands of the 
desert, 

That these preparations had been taken some 
time in advance is evidenced by the claims made 
ef an ability to meet all obstacles to locomotion 
which the desert naturally presents. The spread 
of the tires has been adjusted in such manner as 
to provide for swift and unimpeded transit. As 
the structure of the camel’s foot is said to be 
that of an automatically expanding pad When 
pressed against the shifting sands, it will be seen 
that the rubber tire is merely a following of 
nature’s expedients. 

While accepting the claims that the eastern 
countries under the control of Great Britain are 
loyal of their own volition, this new ship of the 
desert may well mean much in case the restless 
tribes of the interior of Egypt should indulge in 
dreams of a holy war.

PNEUMONIA DANGER TIME, 
HIS is the time to plan against pneu- 
monia. The death rate from this 
disease is lowest in the pretty 
weather of the autumn. In No- 
vember the number of deaths from 
it begins to climb. It mounts higher each 
month umi the apex is reached in March, 
after which there is a slow decline 
through the spring. 

Of no other disease ia the hale, healthy 
man in the prime of life so much afraid. 
Not only does he know of any number of 
his comrades who have been Stricken 
while in the prime of life, but, when he 
reads figures from health departments, he 
finds that pneumonia is captain of the 
men of death.“ He finde that the number 
of deaths from pneumonia is about twice 
as many as those from consumption. 

The form of pneumonia of which heis 
afraid is that kind that comes on with a 
chill, fever, and bloody sputum and that 
runs its course in about a week. 8

Let us study some statistics to discover 
the importance of pneumonia. The Brit- 
igh registrar general says that in 1911 for 
each 1,000,000 inhabitants in Great Britain 
2,519 died from the different forms of 
pneumonia and bronchitis. In this coun- 
try we commonly figure on a basis of each 
100,000 population, which would meam that 
the British had a pneumonia rate of 
251.9. 

In this report this group is divided into 
lobar pneumonia, 13; broncho-pneumonia, 
53.9; pneumonia, type not specified, 58.5, 
and bronchitis, 116.5. 

~~ 

The pneumonia in which we are special- 
ly interested is lobar pneumonia. This 
is the pneumonia due to infection with the 
pneumococcus. When a movement is 
started to control pneumonia similar to 
the movement to control consumption, the 
yariety to be gone after will be the pneu- 
mococcus or the lobar variety. 

If we divide the 58.5 pneumonia not 
specified into two paru and aseume that 
80 per cent of it is due to lobar pneu-

RINCE FERDINAND RADZI- 

WILL, who happened to be in Rus- 

gia at the time of the outbreak of 

the war, was, although nearly an 

octogenarian, arrested there on the 

charge of high treason, which has since 

been dropped and one of espionage sub- 
stituted in its stead, 

His awkward predicament in this con- 
nection is due to the fact that he has a 
double nationality, being, like so many 
other great Polish nobles, a large land 
owner not only in Germany but also in 
Russia. 

There has been so much unpleasant- 
ness since the outbreak of the interna- 
tional conflagration now raging over the 
double nationality of many of the great 
nobles of Burope and in connection with 


their ownership of great landed property 


in different countries that on the restora- 
tion of peace steps are to be taken to 
compel them to restrict themselves to 
one nationality or to another and like- 
wise to divest themselves of their landed 
holdings in foreign states. 

It naturally follows that when a great 
German noble, such as, for instances, 
Prince Ferdinand Radziwill, who is a 
member of the imperial German parlia- 
ment, owns great estates in Russia or 
in France, and spends a portion of the 
year there, he is likely on the outbreak 
of hostilities to be exposed to accusa- 
tions of having made use of his sojourn 
in the country in question to obtain in- 
formation for the military use of Ger- 
many. 

— 

Prince Ferdinand Radziwill's principal 
country seat ig the chäteau of Olyka in 
the province of Volhynie in Russia, and 
when he is not there he is generally to 
be found at his chateau of Antonin in 
the Prussian province of Posen. 

He has also a palace in Berlin in the 
Wilhelmstrasse, and in addition to hav- 
ing a seat in the Prussian house of lords 
he is also a member of the reichstag; 
that is to say, of the imperial parliament 
ef Germany. 

Moreover, he is a colonel on the reserve 
list of the First Prussian Lancer regi- 
ment and is married to Princess Pelagie 
Sapieha of the same great Polish house 
as that of Prince Jean Sapieha, whose 
engagement to Alice, widow of the Earl 
of Amherst, I announced in these letters 
the other day. 

Prince Ferdinand Radziwill, whois also 
Duke of Olyka in Russia, is generaily 
regarded as the head of the German 
branch of the Radziwill family and is a 
cousin of that now wholly Russian 
Prince Anthony Albert who has an 
American wife in the person of Dorothy 
Deacon of Boston. 

— 

The Radziwills, although not a medi- 
atized family, have, nevertheless, in their 
annals matrimonial alliances with the 
reigning dynasties of Austria and Rus- 
sia and have furnished queens to Po- 
land. 

Thus, Prince Anthony Radziwill in 1796 
married Princess Frederica of Prussia, 
while Archduchess Renata of Austria is 
the wife of Prince Jerome Radziwill. 

The name of Radziwill comes from 
“radzi,"’ which signifies council, and 
“will,” which is understood to be en 
abbreviation of Wilna.“ the Radziwills 
having been for centuries palatines of the 
city of Wilna. 

Their ducal titles, which include those 
of Nieswiez and of Olyka, were bestowed 
upon them by Emperor Charles V., and 
they have played an important role in the 
history of the Roman Catholic church, 
to which they have furnished several 
cardinals,

The master of Burleigh, killed in the 
battle of Le Cateau in France by a Ger- 
man bullet, was the eldest son and heir 
of Lord Balfour of Burleigh and one of 
the most popular and promising officers 
of the Sutherland Highlanders. He had 
geen service in the Soudan, in Somali- 
land, in India, and in South Africa, 

He was good looking and had inherited 
much of the magnificent physique of his 
father, who ia extremely tall, broad

More- 
over, his patronymic ts not Balfour, but 
Bruce, and his Scotch peerage, which 
dates from 1607, when it was created by 
James I., comes to him from the distaT 
side of the house, through the marriage 
of Mary, daughter of the fourth Lord 
Balfour of Burleigh, to Gen. Alexander 
Bruce, a cadet of the house of Bruce, of 
which King Robert Bruce was a member 
and of which the Hari of Higin ts the 


present chief. 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh holds the old 
office of lord warden of the stannarics 
and master forester of Exmoor. In olden 
times and until the close of the reign of 
Queen Victoria the tin miners of Corn- 
wall and Devonshire enjoyed a sort of 
autonomous administration of justice 
and, instead of being amenable to the 
ordinary tribunals, had courts of their 
own, dating back to the reign of King 
Alfred. which were known as stannaries, 
the name being derived from stannaria, 
which is the Latin for tin mines. 

When in the twelfth century the heir 
apparent to the throne became Duke of 
Cornwall, the fief being vested forever 
in the eldest son of the sovereign, the 
presidency of all the stannaries within 
the boundaries of the duchy and also in 
Devonshire was placed in his hands, and 
he was endowed with the title of grand 
justiciar. 

From that time forth each Prince of 
Wales in his capacity as Duke of Corn- 
wall and grand justiclar has delegated 
the executive presidency of the stan- 
naries to some peer of the realm, who 
bears the title of lord warden of the 
stannaries.

In the closing years of the reign of 
Queen Victoria the courts were abol- 
ished, thanks largely to the waning of the 
tin mining industries of Cornwall d 
Devonshire, But the title and office of 
lord warden of the stannaries still re- 
mains and is borne by the principal dig- 
nitary of the household of the heir ap- 
parent, who is the head of the adminis- 
tration of the estates of his duchy of 
Cornwall, which comprise property not 
only in Cornwall and Devonshire but 
also in Liverpool, the midland counties, 
and especially in London. 

The revenues derived from these es- 
tates constitute the principal feature of 
the income of the heir apparent and yield 
him after the deduction of all charges 
and expenses in connection with the man- 
agement and maintenance of the prop- 
erty a net income of $500,000 a year. 

— 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh has been on 
several occasions on this side of the At- 
lantic, the last time as president of the 
royal commission appointed by King Kd- 
ward to adjust commercial rates and to 
devise schemes for the promotion of 
trade between Canada, the United States, 
and the West Indies. 

— 

The fifth Baron Balfour of Burleizh 
joined the Jacobite rebellion and became 
one of the pretender’s principal adher- 
ents, and in consequence thereof, having 
meanwhile succeeded to his father’s 
peerage, was attainted by act of parlia- 
ment in 1714 as a traitor. 

It was on this account that his honors 
were forfeited, and not by reason of hig 
conviction on the charge of murdering a 
schoolmaster of the name of Stenhouse, 
who had married the girl to whom he 
had been engaged. 

For this homicide Lord Balfour of Bur- 
leigh had received a full pardon from the 
crown, largely owing, it is said, through 
the efforts of his sister, Margaret. He 
never married, and his eldest sister, Mar- 
garet, likewise. died unmarried, the re- 
maining sister becoming the wife of Gen. 
Bruce of Kenneth, 

Her grandson was the late Robert 
Bruce of Kenneth, member of parlia- 
ment for County Clackmannan, and it 
was his only son, Alexander Bruce, who 
in 1868 through the favor of Queen Vle- 
toria obtained a reversal of the attainder 
and the recognition by the committee 
for privileges of the house of lords and 
by the crown of his rights as the prin- 
cipal heir of the fifth Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh's younger sister. 

The present Lord Balfour of Burleigh 
occupies his seati in the house of lords 
by virtue of his election as one of the 
representative peers of Scotland and is 
married to a sister of Lord Aberdeen,

‘Prices Below Closing Fig- 
ures on July 30. 


New York, Nov. 27.~After virtually four 
months of enforced idienéss. necessitated 
by the European war, the stock exchange 
will reopen tomorrow for restricted trad- 
ing in listed bonds. The financial district 
was in a state of mild excitement today in 
anticipation of the movement, which was 
every where recognized as a touchstone of 
the securities situation in this country. 

On the trading floor of the exchange 
today carpenters were erecting a plat- 
form, to be eccupied by the special com- 
mittee of five which has acted as a tribu- 
nal for the institution ever since its sus- 
pension and probably will continue to act 
in that capacity until normal conditions 
have been restored. 


Will Fix Minimum Prices. 

Before the opening of tomorrow's ses- 
sion the special committee will fix mini- 
mum prices for all bonds which may 
change hands under the terms imposed by 
the governing committee. In the more 
active bond group concessions of 2 to 33 
points from July 30 closing prices proba- 
bly will be allowed, but in the more ob- 
scure issues declines may run to as much 
as 5 points. 

All transactions will be for cash.“ 
which will tend to shut out speculative 
trading and act as a partial deterrent 
against foreign selling as well. Every 
effort will be made to minimize trading 
for European interests.

Bankers and other 
financial. interests received numerous 
out-of-town inquiries today from corre- 
spondents and clients, many of whom 
solicited advice respecting their present 
holdings or prospective investments.

New Tork, Nov. 27.— [Special. I— Will 
the Progressivé party continue its organ- 
ization and start preparations for a na- 
tional campaign in 1916?

Perkins was getting ready to return to 
the Republican party may not be correct, 
it is said to be true that Mr. Perkins be- 


tieves the activities of the organization | 


should be curtailed. 


Three States Stand Pat. 

The Progressives ip Illinois, California, 
and Pennsylvania are anxious to keep the 
organization on an active basis. Matthew 
Hale, state chairman of Massachusetts, 
in spite of the slump in the Progressive 
vote there, is one of the men urging that 
the party go ahead with preparations for 
running a national ticket in 1916. 

Col. Roosevelt will not be at the Chi- 
cago meeting. He is said to have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the questions 
are ones to be decided by the state lead- 
ers. He feels, it is said, that the burden 
of the decisions would fall of necessity 
on him if he should be present. He does 
not wish to make that decision.

It was in 1902 that 
she arrived at the Prussian court to join 
it in the capacity of resident English 
eacher to the young 9 year old Princess 
Victoria Louise, only daughter of the em- 
peror and empress of Germany. The 
pupil was just as lively and just as full 
of mischief as though she had been born 
of everyday parents and never heard of 
courts. 

It was not until the day after her ar- 
rival that Miss Topham met her new 
charge: 

Her mother calls to her in English, 
*Come there, Sissy,’ and with a hop, skip 
and jump over the intervening space she 
springs forward and heide out her hand 
to me with frank friendliness.”’ 

The next few days the governess was 
busied with initiation into that myste- 
rious inner side of court life of which the 
genera! public necessarily knows little but 
imagines many vain things.“ Chief 
among those early impressions is that of 
the kaise himself, whom she had known 
only through the medium of newapapers, 
and who had appeared to her a frown- 
ing imperial personage of flerce mus- 
taches, corrugated brow, and continually 
clenched mailed fist—that he frequently 
recedes from his warlike attitude and be- 
comes an erdinary humorous domestic

Ninety 
per cent of the men interviewed hoped 
there would be no war; 80 per cent thought 
war would not come, but 100 per cent said 
that if it did every German would unhes! 
tatingly obey the call. Nearly ail pro- 
fessed regard for France, but they hated 
England. According to them, France 
should be completely satisfied and should 
bear no rancor toward Germany, but Get- 
many needed colonies, and France, which 
does not know how to govern colonia! pos- 
sessions, should give hers, or a part of 
them, to Germany, who knows all about 
such things. 

Herr Wolff of the Berlin Tageblatt says 
that the German press is absolutely free; 
no restraint bridles it, and it may hold 
what doctrine it likes. Peace, peace, peace 
—that is what the German public wants, 
so nearly every man said. 

The book shows how near the nations 
are and yet how widely separated by the 
gulf of racial misunderstanding. M. Bour- 
don’s mission of peace came to naught and 
the two nations are tearing at each other's 
throats. The curse of Babel is nothing 
compared with this willful ignoring of 
neighbors’ ideals and temperaments. The 
gospel of racial toleration will have to be 
preached by a louder and more convinc - 
ing voice than that of the Frenchman 
whose evangel has failed.

I say she was cosmopolitan. She had 
her limitations in that direction. She did 
not like, and insistently refused to under- 
stand Americans, which was particularly 
angracicus of her consider.ng how warm 
was the enthusiasm felt her for certa not 
her stories. Her short stories have been 
particularly loved by Americans. The 
Dog of Flanders, Tuo Little Wooden 
Shoes.“ A Leaf in the Storm,“ are 
regarded with peculiar tenderness and 
admuration, and if her novels—particular- 
iy the latter ones—offended by ibeir cyni- 
c. sm and spite as well as by ther eroti- 
sm, they contained nevertheless a brave 
cevolutionery spirit which afto:ded the 
ineviiable foil to the fanatic Victorian 
p. udishness. 

Ouida’s aversion to the Victor an art 
S.andards was well known. Indeed, she 
was one who never hid her prejudices 
under a bushel nor shut her conviction in 
the closet. Whatever she thought, she 
Passionately said, and she sometimes 
wrote with much fervor without taking 
the trouble to think at all. Capable. 
though, she was of writ.ng fine and p c- 
turesque English, she relaxed into irritat- 
ing slovenliness very often, and her 
varied vocabulary seemed at times to 
Litter rather than decorate her facile 
prose. Apropos of Quida's opinion of the 
Victorian era she wrotetoafr.end: “ The 
long re.gn of Victoria R. and I. has been 
a iong triumph of the mediocrities, the 
hypocrisies and the shams.’’ She went en 
to say that she did not expect much of 
Edward VII., but at least he is a man 
of the world, and he won’t publish silly 
books in bad English.”

Mes Lee has not made the mistake of 
idealizing her subject. Had she done 80, 
she would have rubbed her memor.al of 
its fascination. She has taken Mile. de la 
Ramée as she was, a singularly talented, 
vain, eccentric, capricious. warm hearted 
woman with spendthrift habits, an inex- 
haustible eagerness, and a tenac.ous hold 
upon lite.

Florence Wilkinson, with her artist 
husband, Mr. Evans, has been drawn to 
the remote and poetic towns of the world 
as a part of life’s endeavor, though spend- 
ing much time in cities Hike Paris, Rome, 
Florence (home now), London, and New 
York city.

To the famous twit of P. T. Barnum 
upon the American avariciousness for 
buncombe may be traced the reason for 
existence of the quack. Not that the 
quack is a comparatively new institution 
—he is centuries old—but the American 
quack is the greatest of opporiunists, the 
most proficient grabber for easy shekels, 
the man who found people so eager for 
deception that he felt it a shame not to 
supply them.

Chicken or Turkey Timbale—When no 
more slices can be cut from a cooked 
chicken or turkey, take the bits of meat 
near the bones, chop fine, and to two cups 
of such meat allow one cup of soft, white 
bread crumbs and one-half cup of hot 
milk. Mix the crumbs and hot milk to- 
gether, then add the chopped meat and 
yolks of two eggs. Season with one tea- 
spoonful of salt and one-quarter tea- 
spoonful of pepper. Beat the whites 
slightly—they must not be frothy—and 
mix them wellin. Turn the mixture into 
a buttered pan or mold, cover with a 
greased paper and steam, or set in pan 
of hot Water and cook in moderate oven 
for an hour.
